Hague, Auguft 12. . 
HE following is the report made by_ Rear- Admiral 
4 ‘Loutman, to his Serene Highnefs the Prince of Orange, 
lereditary, Stadtholders, Captain and Admiral General of the 
Inited Provinces af the Low Countries, &c. of the engage- 
ent with an Englifh fquadron: 
> « SUNDAY, Augult 5. 1731, at break of day, between 
the hours of three and four in the morning, we faw a great 
fuiuber of ftrange fhips to the north north-weft of us we got 
very thing ready for an engagement 5 the wind was north- 
{t, rather frefhy aod our courfe was north -welk 5 we made 
e fignal wo dorm, the line,of battle, at the diftance of a cable’s 
ngth from each other, aod we advanced. The Ajax cutter, 
aptain Count de Welderen, came up 19 the mean time to 
ake a report, that the fleet we faw was a convoy of the ene- 
ny, which had failed the 26th through the Sound, efcurted 
y cleven Jinglith men of war, and four cutters. At feven 
‘clock the dhips of war hoifted their Englifh colours, among 
hich there was a Vice-Admiral’s flag, and bore down upon 
s, their gonyoy remaining to windward, _ I made the fignal 
tack, and we came up thus in order of battle, and took our 
ation to the ealt fouth-calt, and ordered our merchantmen to 
e weftward ; We fiw that the Englith men of war that bore 
own upon us ina line, were ‘of 60, 74, 90, and one of 40 
ans. At eight, the Englith Vice-Admiral being abreaft to 
indward’ of me, ghey turned wich us, and the action began; 
t that inilant the fire was very brifk on both fides, and our 
hole line was engaged. It confilted of the following fhips ; 
‘he Hereditary: Prince, of 54 guos, Captain Braak ; the Ad- 
iral-Genéral, of 74, Captain de Kinfbergen ; the Argo, of 
4, Captain Sroring ; the Batave, of $4, Captain Van Ben- 
inck; the Admiral de Ruyter, of 68, Captain Zoutman, 
ear-Admiral ; the Admiral Piet-Heln, of 54, Captain Van 
raam; andy the Hollande, of 64, Captain Dedel. I was 
onftantly and very brifkly cannonaded by two large fhips : the 
sagagement Jafted until half palt eleven, and was very bloody, 
ar fhips, mine included, were greatly difabled, and had re- 
eived fo much damage that they could not be worked any 
longer, ‘Uhe Englith- Vice-Adiniral mutt have equally faffer- 
ed, for he wore to the eaftward, At noon, we took down 
the fignal to engage, and bore away to the weltward, to re- 
pair our fhips as much as poflible, all being extremely crippled 
by the ple << fire of fo long an engagement. We perceived 
fa, that the Englith Vice-Admiral tacked about. at half patt 









remained floating to repair alfo their damage. Among their 
hips we faw ones a three-decker, whofe main-top-fail went o- 
erboard. 

«© We found ourfelves at noon, according to. our eftima- 
tion, at 55 degrees 56 minutes north latitude, and confequent- 
Jy the point of Terneus in Norway N. N. E. one third north, 
30 miles from us : 

« As all the thips of war were become unferviceable, we 
made the fignal for the convoy to run it, with the frigates the 
Medenblik and Venus, and put themfelves, according to cir- 
cumftances, out of danger, to avoid being taken, or falling in- 
to the hands of the enemy. 
« In bearing away, the Batave, whofe fore-fail and yard 
were topzy-turvy, and had lo!t her mizen-maft, almoft fell on 
her fide’; ‘her officer cried out to us that her Captain was 
wounded, ‘and the fhip fo difabled, that fhe was no longer ma- 
nageable. ‘I fent two frigates to affilt, and take her in tow, if 
neceffary ; but before they could come up with the Batave, fhe 
drove before the wind, and came up to us. Captain Kinfber- 
gen fent a boat with Captain Abrefon and Captain Staringh, to 
report their fituation ; I told them, that as foon as we fhould 
be a little refitted, and able to manage the fhips, I would make 
the fignal co return, Captain Dedel made a fignal of being 
reatly damaged ; Captain Van Braam, that he was much em- 
barrafled: ‘I made a banal for the Zephyr frigate to come a- 
long-fide 3 fhe reported having {poke to Captain Van Braam, 
and that his fhip had fome fhots under water. I fent her off 
immediately to give all poflible affiftance to the Captains Van 
Braam and Dedel. 
“« Tn the mean time Caytain Dedel fired feveral guns of di- 
ftrefs, and fteered his courfe fouthward towards the coaft of 
Holland. I made a fignal for Captain Van Wonfcl to come to 
fpeak to me, and I detached him to aflit Captain Dedel, with 
orders t0 ftay with him, and feek a port. Between four and 
five I made the fignal to fail, upon which all the fhips near us, 
after having repeated the fignal to Captain Kinfbergen, bore a- 
way as well as they could, with what fails they could make ufe 
of. I drew near to Captain Braak, who cried out to me that 
he had had feveral thot under water, and that his fhip had 
made much water, bnt was now much diminifhed by the help 
of the pumps: In the evening we taw all the fhips under fail 
with us. 
“The Admiral de Ruyter has many killed and wounded ; 
and is, as well as all the flups in general, damaged in her hull, 
mafts, and rigging; but, 1 hope that, with the help of God, 
we fall be able to gain a port of the republic. 
“ TI fend this difpatch by Captain Count de Welderen, who 
can, in perfon, make a more ample report of the whole to your 
Serene Highnefs. ’

THE King’s fleet, commanded by the Count de Graffe, 
had gained Martinico the. 28th of April. In the afternoon 
they defcried the enemy’s ficet. At eight in the evening the

Admiral learnt, that Fort Royal was blocked up by 17 Englith* 


thips and five frigates or other light veflels. ‘The next morning, 
at break of day, the fleet fteered for Fort Royal with its con- 
voy, and at half patt cleven, the two fleets were within cannon 
fhot. ‘The engagement began, and the Count de Grafle gave 
orders for the convey to put into, Fort Royal, whilit the two 
fleets were engaged. rom the beginning of the aétion the e- 
nemy crouded fail; the French purfued them thirty leagues to 
the weftward of St Lucia, and having no hopes of coming up 
with them, returned to Martinico, where the. ficet anchored 
the 6th of May. ' 

The Sieur Fournier de Bellevue, Lieutenant, died of the 
wound he received in the engagement. The Sieur de Perig- 
ny, of the marine guard, had an arm fhot off, 

As foon as the Count de Grafle was joined by the Marquis 
de Bouille, Governor General of Martinico, they concerted 
together an expedition againft the ifland of Tobago ; but in or- 
der to conceal that operation, and take off the enemy’s atten- 
tion, it was agreed to make a falfe attack with 1500 men, on 
St Lucia. 

In confequence of this projeét, the Marquis. de Bouille fet 
out the 8th of May, with the troops for the falfe attack, and 
the fquadron failed the oth with a reinforcement of troops ; 
thofe deftined to attack the ifland of Tobago, under the com- 
mand of the Sieur de Blanchelande, went off at the fame time, 
under the protection of the fhips Je Plutoa, and la Serapis, 
commanded by the Count d’Albert de Rions. On the toth, 
at midnight, the troops were landed under the fire of the bat- 
tries of Gros-Iflet of St Lucia; the enemy’s. cannon did no 
damage, nor occafioned any lofs. At two o’clock the troops 
were on land, and the boats under fail; the flect to the wind- 
ward of St Lucia covered the expedition. The guard was fur- 
prifed, the centinel killed, and an officer and 94 foldiers ta- 
ken, who. occupied the town of Gros-Iflet, 

The Marquis de Bouille, informed of the pofition of the e- 
nemy, who had fallen back to their pofts, and being well al- 
fared that the Morne Fortune could not be taken,. becaufe’ the 


ifland had. received.a reinforcement of 6oo.men, gwo days be> 4 


fore, made his troops re-embark the 12th in the night, to the 
number of 1500 men, leaving only two behind him who had 
ftrayed in the ifland, and bringing away with him 120 prifon- 

ers, @ great number of mutkets, and clothing, &c. 

: The fleet cruized until the 1 sth, to windward of St Lucia ; 
it returned then to Fort Royal ; the Marquis de Bouille em- 
barked on buard of it with 3000 men ; the 25th it put to fea, 
end the 3oth in the morning was in fight of the ifland of To- 

ago. 

_ They difcovered fome enemies hips to windward; it. was a 
divifion of fix fhips, with as many tranfports, that were going 
to the relief of that ifland; that divifion was chaced by our 
fleet, but could come up with only one veflel on the look-out, 
which was taken. 

_ The Sieur de Blancheland had happily effected his debarka- 
tion the 24th, under cover of the fhips le Pluton and l’Expe- 
riment, which had driven the enemy ‘from the batteries ; he 
had taken the towa of Scarborough, and a little fort that pro- 
tected it; but the Englith had entrenched themfelyes on a ve- 
ry high mountain, with cannon, provifions, and 800 men, 

The 31ft, the Marquis de Chilleau landed with the batta- 
lion of Viennois at Man-of-War Bay, to windward of the 
ifland ; the Marquis de Bouille difembarked with the battalion 
of Dillon, and 300 grenadiers and chaffeurs of the regiments 
of Armagnac and Auxerrois, in the bay of Courland; the 
Count de Dillon, the Count de Damas, and the Marquis de 
Livarot, landed with the reft of the troops. 

The Marquis de Bouille having marched to Scarborough, 
found there the troopa commanded by the Sieur de Blanche. 
lande, in fight of the cnemy, who had entrenched themfelres 
on the Morne Concord, to the number of about 3 or 400 
troops, and 4 or 500 militia, a mumber of negro-chaffeurs, 7 
pieces of cannon, and 2 obitzers. It was decided to attack 
that poft with 2000 men, who were aflembled in a moment, 
under the command of the Marquis de Bouille. 

The Morne Concord was abandoned in the night: The e- 
nemy being informed of the arrival of the French troops, were 
in full march, after having fpiked up their guns; the van of 
our troops purfued them, and all the reft foon followed ; the 
Vifcount de Damas had orders to take poft on the Morne Con- 
cord, 

The enemy was purfued a whole day ; the ‘heat. was excef- 
five, ‘the roads bad, and ftrewed with Englith foldiers dead or 
dying of fatigue: ‘he French troops could no longer ftand it, 
and there remained only about 150 chaffeuars of Walth and 
Royal-Comtois in the van guard, when they came up with the 
Enylith troops, who had halted in a defile. 

Major Fergufon, Commandant-General of the ifland, then 
capitulated; and on the 2d of June, the Governor and the 
garrifon laid down their arms and their {tandards. : 
~The garrifon confifted of about 400 men of the 86th regi- 
ment, “and of the artillery, 300 of whom were embarked on 
board of the French thips ; between 4 and 500 Scotfmen com- 
pofed the militia, which was very fine, and equal to regular 
troops. 

We have not yet an exact account of the flores taken, It 
is eftimated that there muft be 50 pieces of large cannon, {even 
field pieces, and two brafs obitzers. '

E pleafed to inform my Lords Commiflieners of the Ad- 
miralty, that, in Conlequeace of an order from Vice- 
Admiral Drake, Cofnmander in Chief of his Majefty’s fhips_ 
and vefizls inthe Dons, to exercife between ‘the Galloper, 
Middleburgh, and the Broad: Fourteens, the 44h) imitanr, at 
fix A. M. the Texch bearing. S. E. diftant fix leagdes, we gave 
chace to a Drech dogger, belonging ‘to the States of Holland, 
mounting 18 -{ix-poundcrs and 29 fwivels; a quarter before, 
nine got clof: along fide, and defired him to {trike his colours * 
to his Britannic Majelty’s flag: He ‘immediately fired his 
broadfide into us, which we inftant’y returned, and continued 
the action, yard-arm and yard-arm, till half palt nine; the 
then blew up, clofe alongfide. The fhock was fo very great; 
that it hook. the people off their I¢gs, and the cloud ef {moke, 
was fo very thick, that it was impollible to fee each other upon 
deck for the fpace of two minutes: It then began to clear a- 
way, and we for perceived our top-fails on fire’ in feveral 


places, particularly the main-top fail and fore top-gallant-fail, 
which I was obliged to cut fiom the yards. The fire in our 


fails was eccafioncd by the fplintersfrom the wreek, which had 
blowa up in the explofion ; many pieces of human ficth were 
found flicking againit our maifs aad rigging; aad fame limbs 
of the Dutchmen were taken up wpon deck. We Nave great 
reafon to believe that his muin+mait went over us, as we faw it 
about the’veffel’s length to leeward-of us; his colours flew on 
board us all on.fire. Wess foon as pdifiste hoitted ont our 
boat, in hopes of taking up forme of the people, but could not 
fee one living: We picked up his pendamt, and a marine’s hat. 

It'is with the greatett pleafure 1 can inform their: Lordihips, 
that I had Only twelve men wounded in the ation, none of 
which appear at prefent dangerous. I am the only officer hurt, 
having from. a fplinter received a flight hurt in my leg, which 
in all probability will be foon well. 

A good deal of injury is done to the fhip in hee fails and 
rigging: In het hull there was no thot of confequence thar I 
at prefent know of, except one which went through between 
wind and water, i:nocked down two mén in the magazine, and 
afterwards lodged in the mafter’s bed place. 

In juftice to my thip’s company, I cannot conclude without 
acquainting their I.ordfhips with the fleady and refolute beha- 
viour of ny officers and crew on this occafion, as it merits my 
warmeft praifes and admiration, and I hope it will recommend
